REMARKS 



This Amendment is filed in response to the Final Office 
Action dated April 10, 2007, which has a shortened statutory 
period set to July 10, 2007. 

Applicant Appreciates Telephone I nterview 

On July 3, 2007, the Examiner and Jeanette Harms, 
representative of Applicant and attorney of record, conducted a 
telephone interview in which the Examiner requested 
clarification of Claim 1. The amendments to Claim 1 herein 
provide this clarification. 

Claims 1-10 Are Directed To Statutory Subject Matter 
Claim 1, as amended, now recites in part, 

using a set of ramp functions as weights in the 
composite equation varying continuously between 0 and 
1 to further define the analog variable, the set of 
ramp functions forming a state vector and ensuring 
continuity of the analog variable during a state 
transition; [and] 

generating the mixed-signal finite state machine 
model by using the defined analog variable. 

Applicant respectfully submits that these limitations 
sufficiently clarify Claim 1. Therefore, Applicant requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of Claim 1. 

Claims 2-10 depend from Claim 1 and therefore are 
patentable for at least the reasons presented for Claim 1. 
Therefore, Applicant also requests reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection of Claims 2-10. 
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CONCLUSION 

Claims 1-10 are pending in the present application.
